Military Committee’s Air Tour 
A number of the members of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, 
led by Representative John J. McSwain 
chairman, are making a flying tour of 
inspection of Army installations. They 
are flying in an Army transport piloted 
by Capt. George C. McDonald and Capt.

Little Hope Seen For 
New Arms Conference 


Amid as unpromising circumstances as 
have ever faced such a gathering, dele- 
gates of the five signatories of the Wash- 
ington and London naval limitation trea 
ties will meet in London Dec. 2 with the 
view of continuing some form of inter- 
national agreement us to the size of the 
world’s principal fleets. 

Formal invitations to attend a confer 
ence were issued by the British Govern- 
ment Oct, 24 to the United States, Japan, 
France and Italy. An acceptance of the 
hid was announced for the United States 
the same day by Secretary Hull and the 
other acceptances will be forthcoming 
aus the nations had been informally con- 
tucted previously. At the start the meet 
ing will be confined to the five Washing 
ton treaty powers, but if it appears that 
ugreement is possible, other na- 
tions, probably Germany and Soviet Rus- 
sia, will be asked to participate. In 
addition, representatives of the British 
dominions will be present. 

No announcement has been made as to 


Sone 


who will represent the United States, 
although it is practically certain that 
Admiral William H. Standley, USN, 


Chief of Nuval Operations, will be one 
of the American delegates. Secretary 
of the Navy Swanson has said that he 
would be the Navy’s choice, and Admiral 
Standley was called to the White House 
for a conference with the President Oct. 
24 before acceptance of the British invi- 
tation was announced. It was the Presi- 
dent’s first day back from his trip. 

London dispatches are to the effect 
that it is expected that the resident Am- 
bassadors of the four powers will repre- 
sent their countries instead of large 
visiting delegations. Word around the 
State Department, however, is that Nor- 
man Davis will be the chief American 
delegate rather than Ambassador Bing- 
ham. In addition, it is expected that 
two or three naval officers will go us 
technical advisors. In this connection, 
it is noted that Comdr. Wilder Baker, 
USN, who has been attached to the Navy 
General Board, left this week for Lon- 
don. His orders to be assistant naval 
attache at London appeared at the same 
time. Usually, of course, orders are 
issued some time in advance of the ac- 
tual transfer. 

Few observers any hope for an 
agreement, Japan has given no indica- 
tion that she intends to withdraw from 
her demand for parity, and no one be- 
lieves that she will. The British Gov- 
ernment has announced that it will 
stand for reelection this Fall on a pro- 
gram of increased armaments, an an- 
nouncement that is reported to have 
been greeted with great applause in the 
House of Commons. This will certainly 
mean, it is agreed, that Britain will want 
70 instead of 50 cruisers. Italy is en- 
gaged in a war and France is watching

Army Rulings Given in 
Doubtful Promotions 


Three decisions, involving interpreta- 
tions of the promotion act of July 31, 
1, 


fecting the pay and promotion of a num- 


were handed down this week, af- 


ber of junior oflicers of the Army, 

The Adjutant General, on the basis of 
an opinion of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, has administratively made the fol- 
lowing decisions : 

For purposes of promotion to first Heu- 
tenant and captain, after three and ten 
years’ service respectively, service shall 
from the date of appointment in 
the

Regular Army and not from 


Service as a Reserve Officer on active 


duty or in the National Guard when 
ealled into Federal service does not 
count for promotion to first lieutenant 


and to captain under the new law. 


These two questions were raised by 
the Office of the Chief of Finance, and 
it is indicated that on the basis of The 
Adjutant General's decision, a different 
rule will be followed as to pay. While a 
second lieutenant may be promoted to 
first lieutenant on the completion of 
three years computed from the date of 
appointment, if the date of acceptance of 
his commission is later than the date of 
rank, in all probability it is said, he will 
he paid a second lieutenant’s pay until 
three yeurs from the date of acceptance, 


On the question of whether service as 
au Reserve Officer on active duty will 
count from longevity and for entering 
a new pay period, there is some dispute, 
although the majority hold that this ser- 
vice will continue to count. It is felt by 
some that it will have to go to the Comp- 
troller General for tinal decision, 

The other decision this week on the 
promotion act was made by the Comp- 
troller involving the pay of oflicers of the 


Veterinary Corps. His decision is that 
oflivers of the Veterinary Corps orig- 
inally appointed as second lieutenants, 


are by the promotion act assimilated for 
pay purposes with the officers of the 
Medical Corps and upon promotion to 
captain are entitled to the pay of the 
third period, which by the terms of the 


pay statutes is allowed to oflicers orig- 
inally appointed in the grade of first 


lieutenant. 

Comptroller MeCarl’s decision was in 
the case of Capt. Russell MeNellis, VC, 
USA. Captain MeNellis was appointed a 
second lieutenant of the Veterinary 
Corps on July 1, 1982 and accepted Aug. 


4, 1982. With the passage of the promo- 
tion act of July 31, 1935, he was pro-

and on Aug. 4, 1935, having completed 
three years’ commissioned service re- 
quired for promotion to captain by offi-

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‘ Press Urges Adequate U. S. National Defense to Back Up Neutrality Stand 


Editorials, commending the efforts of the United States to maintain peace 
through an unprecedented neutrality policy, advocates an increase in national 
defense forces to back up this stand. 





“In nations ruled by dictatorship or some other form of absolutism,” states 
the Charleston, S. ©. Post, “a controlled press and nationalistic propaganda have 
combined to arouse in the populations hatred, jealousy and suspicion of such other 
nations as the governments regard as potential enemies. There can be no doubt 
that this has been a powerful factor in influencing public opinion in such countries 
as Germany, Italy, Russia and Japan. The French live in constant fear of Germany 
and a German revenge, while the British are faced with increasing difficulty in 
holding together the far-flung British Empire and that one-fourth of the earth’s 
surface which it embraces. In the United States, on the other hand, neither 
leaders nor people have war-breeding animosities against other nations, ambitions 
to acquire territory, or other inducements to make war, * * * 

“America is for peace and at this time the most frequently heard expression 
of Americans on the situation in the Old World is the hope that this nation will 
not become involved in any trouble that may develop. Nevertheless, Americans who 
give any thought to the situation realize that any general war may draw this 
country in. The world today is smaller than ever, far smaller than it was even 
in 1914 and 1917, and the chances for a world power, however peaceful its inten- 
tions, to be forced into an international quarrel once it starts are better than ever. 
The duty of Americans is to do their utmost to keep their country at peace, but 
elementary prudence requires that they spare no time or effort meanwhile to build 
their national defenses up to the point where they should be. The better armed 
this nation is, the less likely it is to be subjected to incidents calculated to 
involve it in foreign quarrels.” 








“It is a strange paradox that the military forces of the United States are grow- 
ing at the rate of more than 7,000 a month right at the same time that the nation 
is trying to establish safeguards for peace through an unprecedented neutrality 
policy,” declares the Mobile, Ala. Register. “But the latest recruiting figures re- 
leased from Washington show this situation to be true. Since July 1, the army has 
added 18,850 men to its enlisted personnel, while the navy has taken on 2,527. The 
increases were authorized, it is reported, by Congress in its recent record peace 
time appropriation for naval and military purposes. 

“There ure many objections voiced from various quarters, of course, about the 
undesirability of this policy of expansion. * * * The United States is not immediately 
threatened, by any means, with an attack from a foreign invader, nor are we 
anticipating the call for another expeditionary force. The past record of history 
shows, however, that when such emergencies did arise this country came up with 
woefully insufficient naval and military strength. So perhaps the apparently strange 
policy of backing up a neutrality program with an expansion of national defenses 
is not such a bad one after all.”

That general officers of the line, 
chiefs and assistant chiefs of branches, and 
all nonpromotion-list officers shall continue 
to be appointed and promoted as now author 
ized by law, except that officers of the 
Veterinary Corps of the Medical Department 
shall be promoted to, and chaplains shall be 
given the rank, pay, and allowances of the 
respective grades to and including that of 
colonel upon completion of the same respec 
tive periods of service prescribed by law in 
force on June 380, 1935, for officers of the 
Medical Corps. From and after the effective 
date of this Act original appointments in the 
Veterinary Corps shall be made in the grade 
of first lieutenant from Reserve Veterinary 
officers between the ages of twenty-three and 
thirty-two years, and officers serving in that 
Corps on the effective date of this Act in 
the grade of second lieutenant shall be pro 
moted to the grade of first lieutenant as of 
said date. 

“Sec. 8. This Act shall be effective the 
first of the month following the date of en 
actment of this Act, and all laws and parts 
of laws, insofar as they are inconsistent 
with or in conflict with any of the provi 
sions hereof, are hereby repealed as of that 
date.” 

Under the provisions of this act this officer 
was promoted August 1, 1935, to first lieu 
tenant, with less than three years’ service, 
and was promoted to captain effective Aug. 
4, 1935, by virtue of having completed three 
years’ service. The difference in pay claimed

767, are originally appointed in the 
grade of first lieutenant, and promotion to 
captain is authorized upon completion of 
three years’ commissioned service. Captain 
MeNellis was first appointed in the grade 
of second lieutenant, but by virtue of his 
assimilation for pay purposes with officers 
of the Medical Corps of the same respective 
periods of service he was entitled during the 
period August 1 to 3, 1935, to pay and al- 
lowances of the second period and during 
the period August 4 to 31, 1935, to pay and 
allowances of the third period. Accordingly, 
you are advised that, if otherwise correct, 
payment is authorized of the difference in 
pay claimed on the voucher returned here 
with.

General Leach Reports 
Maj. Gen. George E. Leach, chief of 

National Guard Bureau, reviewed 

progress of the National Guard 

during the four years that he has been 
chief of the bureau, in a report he made 
October 24 to the annual convention of 
the National Guard Association in 
Santa Fe, New Mexico. 
“The post war period up to the time 
fr which I am accounting,” General 
leach said, “saw a progressive improve- 
ment in the National Guard, and the 
growth in it of a soldierly spirit without 
which the further achievements I am 
about to summarize would have been 
impossible. When the lean years came 
the Guard tightened its belt, took off its 
cat, rolled up its sleeves, and showed 
that it ‘could take it.’ It was the evi- 
dence of selfless interest in the national 
defense that won the respect and confi- 
dence of the Congress. That confidence 
alone resulted in Congress providing 
measures Which allowed you to make 
continued progress during hurd times. 
let us give tribute where tribute is 
due. Your representatives in the na- 
tional legislature played the game. They 
not only allowed the National Guard 
Bureau the 100 per cent interchange- 
ability in items of its budget, but made 
certain monies of annual appropriations 
immediately available. It was not until 
I came to examine as a whole the 
figures for the past four years that the 
full measure of these generous provis- 
ions of Congress became apparent. Dur- 
Ing that four-year period economies 
were made possible by these provisions, 
principally through motorization, to the 
extent of $6,516,260. This sum we were 
alle to apply to other projects. Some 
of the more important ones assisted by 
these economies were: Field training 
camps in the year 1934, $1,555,245: 
Amy drill pay in 1935, $416,390: Ar- 
tides of Uniform, $846,103. 

“As I have said, these economies were 
due principally to motorization. ‘To ef- 
fet them it was necessary to spend 
44,515,494 for the purchase of motors. 
Of this, Congress appropriated $1,500,- 
©. The PWA supplied $1,258,984. The 
balance, $1,756,510—the largest item of 
il—was saved through the operation of 
motors already purchased. As more mo- 
lors were purchased and operated the 
Sivings mounted.

your personnel. About one-half of them 
considered the esprit de corps and mo- 
rale worthy of special comment. In 
1935, after four lean years, all write in 
praise of your personnel and some are 
enthusiastic about the fine spirit of your 
troops. In 1931 there was some favor- 
able comment on your administration ; 
but defects were noticed in almost as 
many cases. Today all corps area com- 
manders state it is satisfactory. When 
four years ago seven corps area com- 
manders mentioned training it was to 
praise it in four instances and to com- 
ment adversely in three others. In 1935 
all commented favorably and some noted 
increasing improvement. Four years ago 
the majority of corps area commanders 
remarked on the obsolete equipment of 
the National Guard and especially its 
outworn motor equipment. TI might say 
in passing that one recommended that 
the field artillery be motorized. Today 
there are still complaints of obsolete 
equipment from corps area commanders ; 
but they also note improvement in its 
quality and in the care given to it. 

“Turning to the records of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau I find the same 
story. Your marksmanship has greatly 
improved. In your small arms firing 
you have almost doubled your efficiency 
in the last four years. In 1931 marks- 
manship with the rifle was not entirely 
satisfactory and with other infantry 
weupons was still less so. By 1935 the 
percentage of those who completed the 
prescribed courses and the proportion of 
those who qualified had almost doubled. 
Marksmanship with other = infantry 
weapons is now superior to marksman- 
ship with the rifle. The infantry of the 
National Guard in this achievement re 
ealls the story of Lady Astor’s reply to 
the charge by her elderly opponent that 
in her candidacy for a seat in Parlia 
ment she was making capital of 
large family. 
said something like this: 

“‘My opponent states that on this 
basis he is better qualified than T, hav 
ing a greater number of children: but I 
want him to understand that I am not 
through vet!” 

“Neither are you through yet. Better 
ranges, especially combat ranges, and 
the ability to use them more effectively 
through the use of motors should im 
prove your record in the future. A more 
extensive and systematic use of small 
hore weapons will help. Attendance at 
the National Rifle Matches and a 
greater number of instructors that will 
come from increased attendance at ser- 
vice schools will have a continuing ef- 
fect on marksmanship. Similarly in the 
field artillery: The systematized pro- 
gress from the artillery trainer to sub- 
caliber devices and service practice, and 
the wider choice of ranges made _ pos- 
sible by motorization have had _ their 
effect ; and this effect will be greater as 
you come to recognize all of the advan- 


tuges that these devices and factors 
offer. 
“That these improvements are less 


due to material advantages than to your 
own efforts is proved by the record of 
the Coast Artillery. Its deficiencies in 
modern equipment are well known and 
are a constant source of solicitude to 
the National Guard Bureau. Yet in 
spite of this handicap the advance made 
in four years has been marked. Four 
years ago only 16 batteries were rated 
‘Excellent’; this year there were 60; 
there were 34 rated ‘Very good’ or bet- 
ter in 1981 and this year 88. Four 
years ago 61 batteries were rated only 
‘Fair’ or were unclassified: this year 
there were only 23 in these categories. 

“Attendance at service schools has de- 
clined; that, as you know, has been be 
yond the power of the Guard to remedy. 
Nevertheless, it has not been unmixed 
evil. The states have been forced 
to select candidates with greater care. 
Four years ago about 5 per cent of the 
officers and 13 per cent of the enlisted 
men sent to service schools did not grad 
uate by reason of physical disability or 
actual failure to pass the course. 

“We should be proud of the develop- 
ment of our National Guard air units. 
They have been equipped with planes 
which give them a flying speed of 200 
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miles an hour against the speed of 140 
miles per hour of earlier types. Our 
air units are now equipped with the 
most efficient sets of military radio in 
the world. They have ali flight instru- 
ments for blind flying. The units use 
their new equipment to good advantuge. 
Enough gas and oil are provided to 
allow all the flying that these units can 
do. The total annual amount of flying 
has doubled and the average number of 
flight hours per pilot has increased 
from 60 to 125 hours per year. In place 
of occasional limited flights they now 
make extended cross-country flights and 
have increased greatly the number of 
tactical and cooperative missions with 


ground troops. Concentration, as at 
Nashville last year or at various air 


meets have been encouraged and have 
proved beneficial to all units. 

“Because these units are costly to 
equip and to maintain out of all pro- 
portion to units of other types, I have 
heard since I have been Chief of the 
National Guard Bureau that the wis- 
dom of continuing to develop them has 
been questioned. I do not agree. I know 
those units and the men in them, I 
have flown over 600 hours, a total dis- 
tance of about 90,000 miles and have 
visited every one of our squadrons, not 
only once but many times. They are 
fine fellows. They are professionally 
keen. They are loyal to their fellow 
(iuardsmen of the ground services, They 
not only train for their own war needs 
but by flying on cooperative missions 
they assist mightily on the peace time 
training of our ground forces. Let us 
who benefit in our training by their co- 
operation be as loyal to them as they 
have been to us. Let us in our minds 
charge some of the cost of these units 
to the better training of our other arms; 
let US assess some of it against the bene- 
fit to the National Defense as a whole. 
The Air Corps of the Regular Army is 
bending its efforts to create an air force 
independent of the needs of all ground 
operations except those of a far-flung 
strategical nature. As a result the job 
of observation for ground forces has 
been dropped squarely into the lap of 
our National Guard air units. The Na 
tional Guard has never been niggardly 
in meeting the demands of the service 
as a whole. It is proud of every fresh 
proof of reliance placed upon it by our 
Country. Here is an opportunity to make 
a vital contribution to success in war. 
Any high commander who would send 
his ground troops into combat without 
efficient aerial observation would be 
judged unfit for command. Our air 
units have been given a vital role to 
fulfil. No one who understands this 
would begrudge the cost; for that cost 
is the price we must pay to save lives 
and win suecess in war. For my part, 
I rejoice that the efficiency of our Na 
tional Guard air units has won for 
them this honorable responsibility: and 
I know that their sense of it will cause 
them to acquit themselves even more 
creditably in the future. 

“Everywhere we look in whatever arm 
or service, we see the same picture of 
devotion to duty and ever increasing 
military effectiveness. Recently the 
Officer in Charge of National Guard Af 
fairs in one of our Corps Areas de 
scribed a National Guard engineer regi- 
ment as the best in the Army. That is 
high praise, to put a National Guard 
regiment ahead of any in the Regular 
Service. East and west, north and 
south, an amazing uniformity of excel 
lence exists. Yet I feel certain that we 
have only begun to discover the possi 
bilities of our National Guard system 
Some of the benefits that motorization 
may confer on our training can be seen 
already. But every year brings unfore- 
seen developments. With an increasing 
interest in schools, in the reading of the 
magazines of the arms and services, and 
the publications of service schools, the 
professional culture of our officers is 
mounting. The National Guard Bureau 
finds that it can safely leave more and 
more responsibility for routine training 
in the hands of local authorities. 

“Four years as Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau have taught me how little 
I really knew of the National Guard in

Air Corps Enlisted Instruction 

Under the authority of the War De- 
partment, and under the supervision of 
the Commandant, Col. Junius W. Jones, 
there will be incorporated into the Air 
Corps Technical School at Chanute 
Field, Rantoul, Ill., a new course to be 
presented under the name of Basic In- 
struction. 

There has been a long felt need for 
such a course, which materializes with 
the school year 1935-36. Its object is 
to provide a uniform system of basic 
preparation for all enlisted students 
entered in the Air Corps Technical 
School in order to fit them better for 
technical specialization in the various 
main courses for which they are sent 
to the school, resulting in students more 
highly and more uniformly qualified to 
take up their specialized subjects. 

As a direct result, the technical de- 
partments proper receiving a_ student 
from the Basic Course will be able to 
confine their instruction to their respec- 
tive specialization without devoting time 
to basic work. 

The Department of Basic Instruction 
is being organized under the immediate 
direction of Capt. James 8. Stowell, AC, 
who has been assigned to duty as Direc- 
tor of the Department. 


Instructional personnel and equipment 
is being drawn from other departments 
of the Air Corps Technical School where 
various subjects of basic instruction 
have been taught. One hangar is being 
remodeled to suit the needs of the de- 
partment for shops and classrooms, and 
it is expected that the department will 
receive its first class at the beginning of 
the school year, consisting of approxi- 
mately 60 students. 

The curriculum of the Basic Course 
will include, for its first year, about 
eight weeks, according to the needs of 
the individual specialization departments 
of the school, with the subjects of 
mathematics, drafting, elementary metal 
work, electricity, and woodwork, as ap- 
plicable to the course which the indi- 
vidual student will later pursue. 

The addition of the Department of 
Basic Instruction to the Air Corps 
Technical School, together with the De- 
partment of Clerical Instruction, which 
was established in 1933, brings the total 
of Departments of the school to six, in- 
cluding the earlier established depart- 
ments of Mechanics, Photography, (om- 
munications and Armament. 

For the coming year it is contemplated 
entering in this course students who 
have been chosen for specialized courses, 
although experience may render it de- 
sirable in future years to arrange for 
students to be entered in Basic Instruc- 
tion and, as a result of their work and 
adaptability demonstrated in that course, 
to be designated for their respective 
lines of specialization. In any event, the 
establishment of this new phase of in- 
struction will prove invaluable in prepa- 
ration of students for their various 
technical branches of instruction and, in 
addition to providing a uniform standard 
of basic work, will result in elimination 
of much duplication of instruction 
throughout the other departments.

“Never was there greater need for 
calm consideration of facts and cold pre- 
cise reasoning regarding our national 
defense than exists today,” Admiral 
Woodward said. 

“Italy and Abyssinia are at war and 
the world is troubled with forebodings 
of new conflicts. 

In fact Eu- 
rope, like an overflowing volcano, belches 
forth the molten lava of war. Though 
far away from the immediate scenes of 
activity, we can nevertheless see the gen 
eral course its flow is taking and thereby 
avojd danger,—at least for a_ while. 
Inexorable war having started, however, 
no one can predict the final outcome or 
which nations ultimately will become in 
volved. 

“Nvents again are shaping themselves 
strangely akin to those prior to 1914.” 

“Adequate national defense is a vital 
necessity. It is the country’s most tang- 
ible insurance policy, and the cheapest in 
the end. * * * 

“Adequate national defense is by no 
means the great financial burden to the 
United States as is often claimed. 
As a matter of fact, the pro-rata cost is 
little more than that spent in chewing

gum and considerably less than the 
country’s soft drink bill. Furthermore, 


our plan of national defense is modest 
when compared with that of other na- 
tions, being only “% of 1% of our popu- 
lation, while in France it is 16.5%, in 
Italy 15.5%. and in Russia 10¢,-—the 
cost to other nations being spread in be- 
tween that of Russia and the United 
States, and more generally approaching 
the former.” 

“The Constitution of the United 
States declares that Congress shall have 
the power “to provide and maintain a 
Navy”. Thus, the people of the United 
States, through their duly elected repre- 
sentatives, give this country exactly the 
sort of Navy which the public desires. 
I firmly believe that it is the sense of 
the people of our country that our Navy 
shall be adequate for our needs. I also 
believe that much of the doubt and con- 
fusion in the public mind has been 
caused by a misunderstanding of the 
term “adequate.” 

“Naval officers are essentially public 
servants and their primary duty is to 
fight the ships, provided by the people, 
to the best of their ability. It is also 
their duty, when called upon, to inform 
the public of the nation’s naval needs 
and to explain. so far as lies within 
their power, what constitutes an ade- 
quate navy. In order that there may be 
no false sense of security, the people 
of this country are entitled to know 
whether the navy provided by them is 
physically capable of doing the assigned 
task.

Admiral Standley Warns Against 
Radicals 

Adm. William H. Standley, chief of 
naval operations, in an address before 
the Washington Rotary Club, Oct. 23, 
declared that a United States Nayy 
maintained at treaty strer 
insurance against war 
tarians to join in combatting “influences” 
which sought to undermine the naval 
building program. 

“I am firmly convinced that nationa) 
security depends on building, equipping, 
manning and maintaining an adequate 
navy,” Admiral Standley said. “A treaty 
strength navy is an adequate navy.” 

Admiral Standley pointed out that 90 
per cent of Government expenditures for 
the Navy go to wages, chiefly in private 
industry, and that almost every phase 
of private business benefits from the 
outpouring of Federal funds. 

He then appealed to the Rotarians to 
unite with other service clubs in fight- 
ing subversive influences “undermining 
Americanism and certainly jeopardizing 
our national security.” 

Admiral Standley said that under the 
guise of pacifism these radical elements 
were weaning American citizens away 
from support of an adequate national 
defense. He asserted: 

“It is the strength of such influences 
that constitute the greatest menace to 
our national security. 

“I believe many honest American 
patriots are misled by statements made 
by radical individuals whose purpose is 
not the prevention of war but the de 


struction of organized Goy 
“These influences are hi 
and manifest their streng thro’ 


clubs of various kinds, even through 
the Y. M. C. A., Y. W. C. A., in poblle 
and private schools, and through various 
individuals. 

“For example, in the agitation for 
abandonment of the fleet maneuvers ip 
the Pacific, even Japanese residents and 
Japanese school children were used as 
protesting agencies. 

“Such influences are undermining 
Americanism and jeopardizing our Da- 
tional security. 

“If we are to safeguard our national 
security and prevent the destruction of 
our Government we must neutralize and 
overcome the efforts of this organized 
opposition to preparedness. 

“Whenever adherents of these radical 
interests appear to oppose preparedness, 
there must appear spokesmen for sound, 
adequate national defense.”

THE DAILY PRESS SEEMS TO HAVE missed the significance for the United 
States of the application of League of Nations sanctions. Under the Covenant of 
the League, not only are the members of the organization bound to apply the 
sanctions, but they are required to enforce them against non-members. Article 16 
provides specifically : 

“Should any Member of the League resort to war in disregard of its covenants 
under Articles 12, 13 or 15, it shall ipso facto be deemed to have committed an 
act of war against all other Members of the League, which hereby undertake 
immediately to subject it to the severance of all trade or financial relations, the 
prohibition of all intercourse between their nationals and the nationals of the 
covenant-breaking State, and the prevention of all financial, commercial or personal 
intercourse between the nationals of the covenant-breaking State and the nationals 
of any other State, whether a Member of the League or not.” 

It was with the knowledge of the obligations of the Covenant upon its mem- 
bers that the President issued his proclamation stating that Americans trading 
with Italy would do so at “their own risk”. To protect shippers would be to 
produce war with League Members. Aside from the Administration’s policy to 
support the cause of peace as contemplated by the Kellogg Pact, there is this 
realization of the threat of a blockade against American cargoes to Italy which is 
directing the various moves made by the State Department. Obviously that Depart- 
ment under the President’s policy would refuse to present damage claims to the 
League or any of its members, but how long the country would tolerate seizure of 
its ships and their goods is a matter of concern to the authorities. It is recalled 
that during the World War, we were several times on the brink of hostilities with 
the British because of their capture of American ships and goods and condemna- 
tion in British prize courts. During the last fiscal year our trade with Italy was 
approximately $100,000,000, one-third of which was cotton. As yet cotton has not 
been placed upon the President's proscribed list, but if it should continue free for 
export, its seizure by any of the League members undoubtedly would cause a 
storm of protest from the South. A like cry would rise in other sections producing 
raw materials sold to Germany, for example, for transshipment to Italy, and 
seized while enroute to their ultimate destination. Thus, instead of the Covenant 
localizing war it has become a factor in the development of world war, and, 
therefore, threatening to the peace of the United States. In view of this menace, 
it is all the more important that our country should be strong both on sea and land. 
Powerful we will not be coerced and our chances will be increased to escape 
precipitation into the malestrom which seems again to be drawing Europe into its 
maw of suffering and death. 


IT IS MOST earnestly to be hoped that the Navy’s development of the large 
dirigible type air vessel will not long be interrupted. From the standpoint of air 
commerce as well as National Defense it is important that the lessons learned be 
employed to point the way to perfection and not to abandonment. The valiant 
crews of vessels lost in pioneering demonstrated with their last full measure of 
devotion their belief in lighter-than-air, and their memory and their faith demands 
that their sacrifices shall not have been in vain and that the development carried 
forward by them at such cost shall not be forgotten. That lighter-than-air craft 
has a specific field of usefulness in which it excels is the studied conclusion not 
ulone of men engaged in such work but also of many heavier-than-air advocates 
and of surface craft men. Its usefulness as a scout, particularly in long distance 
reconnaissance, has been demonstrated in fleet maneuvers. Heavier-than-air advo- 
cates point to the ability of the dirigible to make 1,500-mile cruises, to be self- 
sustaining for long periods of time, to observe large areas with comparative ease, 
and to carry, launch and recover airplanes which may base within its envelop. 
Continued experimentation alone can conquer the factors which have destroyed 
earlier types. Progress is always painful; heavier-than-air suffered and is suffering 
losses while going forward, even railroading and the automobile traveled hard 
roads in developing. Even now the German Zeppelin company is planning twelve 
trans-Atlantic trips during the next year in which the Navy facilities at Lakehurst 
and Miami will be utilized in connecting Germany, the United States and South 
America with speedy lighter-than-air transportation. Arrangements for this use 
was made with the Navy Department through Comdr. Garland Fulton, USN. The 
special Durand committee has not yet reported on the study it is making by the 
request of Secretary Swanson. Out of these may come a new stimulus for the 
Navy's dirigible program. 


THH PERENNIAL SUBJECT of a department of National Defense appears 
to be again lurking around the corner ready to come forth at the opening of the 
next session of Congress. The Committee on Expenditures in Executive Depart- 
ments is engaged in collecting data on the cooperation of and overlapping of activ- 
ities of the various executive agencies. Representative Cochran, chairman of the 
committee, has communicated with a number of the departments and coordinating 
agencies requesting various information for the study. In this one may be sure 
the joint defense department advocates will have their say. It will be recalled 
that the last major drive originated with administration leaders and centered 
about this same committee. It was defeated largely by the efforts of Maj. Gen. 
Charles H. Martin, USA-Ret., then a representative from Oregon and now the 
able governor of that state. It is highly important that the committee, when it 
considers the subject, give thoughtful consideration to the views of the service 
leaders. Tampering with set-ups functioning as smoothly as ours are now is a 
serious matter.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Army Budget Hearings—Justification hearings before Bureau of the Budget 
officials on the estimates submitted by the War Department for appropriations for 
the fiscal year 1987. were started Monday, October 21. General Malin Craig, chief 
of staff of the Army, gave a short general statement, explaining the basis upon 
which the budget was built and the objects and needs of the Army. He was 
follawed by Maj, Gen. George 8S. Simonds, deputy chief of staff, who went more 
into detail. Later the chiefs of the various arms and services began their specific 
defense of the estimates for their branches. The hearings will last probably until 
about November 1, while it is understood the House subcommittee on War De- 
partment appropriations will begin hearings about December 16 on the budget 
estimates to be recommended by the President. 








“Naval Supplies’—The Retired Officers’ Association is planning to secure an 
opinion from the Attorney General as to the exact meaning of “naval supplies” 
as used in 34 U. S. Code, sec. 883. This section, as amended by the last Congress 
permits the employment of retired Naval and Marine Corps officers by firms which 
do business with the Government, but prohibits an officer “for himself or for 
others” from engaging in “the selling of, contracting for the sale of, or negotiating 
for the sale of, to the Navy or the Navy Department, any naval supplies or war 
material.” Retired officers have written to the Navy Department in vain, seeking 
an interpretation of the phrase “naval supplies.” To such inquiries the Judge 
Advocate General's Office quotes the following from an Attorney General’s Opinion 
of March 26, 1897: 

“The question as to whether a retired officer may legally accept a_ civil 
appointment and still hold his position on the retired list is one of private concern 
only and not a subject which the United States can. concern itself until some 
action has been taken by the retired officer. The obvious course for any retired 
officers called upon to determine that question is to seek the advice of private 
counsel, since it is one strictly of private concern and in no sense of public 
interest.” 

The president of the Retired Oflicers’ Association, Col. A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., 
has retained counsel to take up the question of securing interpretation of the 
term “naval supplies” from oflicial sources. While informally, officials of the Judge 
Advocate General's office have indicated that in their opinion “naval supplies” 
would include anything purchased by the Navy, a number of retired officers believe 
that the term should haye a much more restricted meaning and include only such 
articles as might be bought only by the Navy. A restricted definition would of 
course open wider fields of employment for retired officers. 


Senate Military Committee— Senator Merris Sheppard, of Texas, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, was a visitor in Washington this week, 
spending some time tending to affairs at his office. He said that he has formu- 
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lated no special plans for his committee for the next session, adding that that 
is two months away yet. The committee, he pointed out, has covered all the funda 
mental needs of the Army and probably will tend principally to routine needs 
rather than to general legislation. The chairman said, however, that he would 
like to reach an understanding with the President in regard to private bills It 
is recalled that a large number of private bills passed by Congress were vetoed 
by President Roosevelt on the recommendation of the War Department. The 
members of the committee involved feel that this is not wholly fair to them COn- 
tending that they sift through many hundreds of bills, hold many hearings, studs 
reports and cull out the few cases that they consider worthy of special legislation 
A private bill now under consideration by a subcommittee, which probably will 
report to the full committee early in the next session, is that seeking a revjey 
of the court martial and conviction of former Capt. Oberlin M. Carter, who was 
dismissed from the service and sentenced to jail for alleged irregularities whij 
he was an engineer oflicer at Savannah, Ga. 


New Infantry Organization—-As the result of the experiment now underway at 
Ft. Benning, Ga. involving a reorganization of the Infantry regiment, it is hoped 
to cut the size of the company from 193 men to around 160-165 men without redye 
ing the power of the unit. The reduction is to be made by cutting down the 
administrative overhead. The experiment involves the removal of the heayy 
machine guns and mortars from the foot battalion, placing them in a separate 
battalion. Made possible by the development of the semi-automatic rifle anq 
the light machine gun, which can be carried by one man and set up in the field 
with bipod and butt-plate, the test at Ft. Benning is directed at discovering the 
tactical possibilities and limits of the foot battalion. With the heavy machine 
guns and mortars, the battalion will have less power but will be more mobile 
Many phases of the problem must be worked out. In the Benning experiments, 
there is no change in the platoon or section organization. There will still be three 
platoons to a company and two sections to a platoon. What is being studied js 
the distribution of light machine guns and rifle men within the section. Instead 
of four squads to a section, as at present, there will be either two or three squads, 
that is one machine gun squad and either one squad of 10 or 11 men, or two squads 
of 5 or 6 men. The experiment is not expected to be completed before next Summer, 
Maj. Gen. Edward Croft, Chief of Infantry, intends to visit Benning just after the 
first of January to confer with officers conducting the tests. 


Effect of Atmospheric Pressure on Gas Gauge—A report has been received by the 
Bureau of Aeronautics of an unusual happening which occurred on a_transecon- 
tinental tlight of a naval plane. 

On a trans-continental ferry trip the pilot was flying along over the western desert 
country, slowly gaining altitude to cross some mountains ahead, when he became 
aware of a trickle of gasoline flying back into the cockpit. Being over a rugged 
and deserted section of the country his first reaction, in addition to trying to find 
out what was wrong, was to gain more altitude in case a forced landing might be 
in order. The higher he climbed the greater the leakage, until it was pouring back 
in a steady stream and wetting the pilots legs. Spare maps were folded and stuck 
inside the trouser legs to prevent burns. The plane was landed at the first emer- 
gency field. An investigation showed a leaking gas pressure gauge. The pilot crimped 
the line to the gauge with a pair of pliers and took off again. Upon reaching an 
altitude of around 5000 feet the gauge commenced to leak again. At S000 feet it 
was leaking badly. Shortly after passing a range of mountains, altitude was re- 
duced to 2000 feet and the leak stopped. The pilot finally determined that reduced 
atmospheric pressure at higher altitudes allowed the internal pressure in the gauge 
to force gasoline out and that at lower altitudes the outside pressure was sufficient 
to keep the instrument tight. By keeping the dry maps inside his trouser’s legs 
to prevent gasoline burns when flying at high altitudes and remaining at low 
altitudes as much as possible, the pilot continued safely to his destination. 


Admiral Crosley Retires—Rear Adm. Walter 8. Crosley, USN, will pass to the re 
tired list of the Navy November 1, 1935, having reached the statutory age limit 
and having served in the Navy 46 years. 

Admiral Crosley was born in East Jeffrey, N. H., October 30, 1871, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from the 4th Congressional District of Connecticut 
in 1889. He was commissioned Ensign July 1, 1895, and promoted to Lieutenant 





(junior grade) March 3, 1899; Lieutenant, March 3, 1901; Lieutenant Commander 
December 1906; Commander July 1912; Captain (temporary) August 1917; Captain 
(permanent) August 1918; and Rear Admiral February 17, 1927. 

He was advance@ two numbers in rank for eminent and conspicuous conduct if 
battle on July 21, 1898, at Nipe Bay, Cuba, and participated in an engagement which 
resulted in the destruction of the Spanish gunboat Don Jorge Juan. 

For his service during the World War, Admiral Crosley was awarded thé 
Navy Cross with the citation: “For distinguished service in the line of his profes 
sion as Naval Attache at Petrograd, and for conducting a party of Americans ot 
of Russia in April 1918, under difficult and trying conditions.

“There are now,” General Darker 
said, “several natural air lines definitely 
established which in general cover the 
Philippine archipelago, beginning with 
Basco in the Batanes Islands. The first 
line will in general follow the western 


coast of Luzon, through Dalupiri, Laoag, | 


Vigan. Naguilian, Ft. Stotsenburg, Ma- 
nila, Calapan on the island of Mindoro, 
and from there either down the eastern 


or western coast of Mindoro to San Jose. | 


At San Jose the line branches through 


Culion to the island of Palawan, and 
should be continued on down to the 
island of Balabac, which is the last 


island to the southwest within 60 miles 
of the northwestern coast of Borneo. 
Also from San Jose the line runs to Daja 
in Panay, to Iloilo, and from Iloilo 
through several air ports on the north- 
western coast of Negros to Cebu and 
Bohol at Tagbilaran. From Tagbilaran 
the flight continues south to Cagayan 
and Del Monte on the northern coast of 
Mindanao, and from there through nu- 
merous fields to Makar and Davao, also 
to Dansalan, Lanao, Cotobato, Mala- 
bang, Zamboanga and Jolo. It is pro- 
posed to continue this route to include 
the Tawi Tawi group, with emergency 
landing fields on Siasi or Lapac, and at 
Bongao and Sibutu, the latter being the 
southernmost island of the Philippine 
archipelago. 

“The eastern route coming down from 
Manila will pass through Legaspi, Tac- 
loban, Surigao, Sta. Josefa and Davao. 

“This system gives two practically 
parallel routes through Luzon from the 
north to Manila and three toward the 
south, the southern line diverging to the 
west along the island of Palawan; in 
the center, straight through from Manila 
to Cagayan in northern Mindanao; and 
on the east to Legaspi and Surigao to 
Davao. It is to be noted that Basco is 
only about 120 miles from Formosa on 
the north, and Bongao and Balabac 
only about 50 miles from British Borneo. 

“This system should be completed so 
as to have good air ports at the impor- 
tant points, and practical emergency 
flelds at distances not to exceed 100 
miles between. The emergency fields 
should be, as a matter of fact, not more 
than 30 miles apart on these lines of 
flight. 


“On this last reconnaissance of 17 
days, I covered over 6,000 miles of 
flight, and practically completed the 


general reconnaissance of the Philippine 
archipelago, on which reconnaissance I 
shall base definite recommendations for 
the development of air locomotion in 
these islands.

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The beautiful Hoff Memorial dedicated at the Army Medical Center, Washington, D. C., 
yesterday, October 25. 


Dedicate Hoff Memorial 

A memorial to one of the Army's fore 
most doctors of other days, a military 
surgeon who contributed much to the 
growth of the Medical Corps around the 
turn of the last century, was dedicated 
at the Army Medical Center yesterday. 

The monument fits admirably into the 
plan of development of the Army Med- 
ical Center and Walter Reed General 
Hospital, the contributions of which to 
the medical profession as a whole as well 
as to the health of the Army, has earned 
for it international recognition. 

In the presence of ranking Army medi- 
cal officers, relatives of the late Col. John 
Van Rensselaer Hoff, MC, USA, presented 
a fountain to the Center. The fountain 
has been erected in the circle opposite 
the main entrance to Walter Reed Hos- 
pital and adds greatly to the landscap- 
ing beauty of the hospital grounds. Col. 
Wallace DeWitt, MC, USA, accepted the 
gift on behalf of the Army. 

Colonel Hoff who entered the Medical 
Corps in 1874 and served until his re- 
tirement in 1912 is credited with being 
the first officer to apply military drill 
and precision to the movements of hospi- 
tal corps men in handling wounded 
patients. Born in 1848, he had 38 years 
of energetic duty with the Army, in- 


cluding service in the Philippine Islands 
Puerto Rico and Cuba. He was a mili- 
tary observer with the Russian Army 
in the Russo-Japanese war, and was 
Chief Surgeon of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force to China in 1900, Recalled 
to active duty during the World War, 
Colonel Hoff died soon after, in 1920, 

The project for a memorial fountain to 
Colonel Hoff was approved by the War 
Department in January, 1931, and a per- 
mit issued for its construction to his 
widow. It was found impractical to build 
the fountain at the time, and it was 
not until after Mrs. Hoff’s death in 1933 
that her executor, Mr. Van Rensselaer 
Hi. Green carried her wishes into being. 
Mr. James ©. Mackenzie, a well-known 
New York architect designed the foun- 
tain and much of the landscaping and 
foundation work was under the direction 
of Capt. Kester L. Hastings, QMC, USA. 

The ceremonies yesterday were opened 
by Chaplain Frank L. Miller, following 
selections by the Army Band. Col, Perey 
M. Ashburn, USA-Ret., made the prin- 
cipal address, telling of Colonel Hoff’s 
contributions to the Medical Corps. Mr. 
Green presented the memorial and it 
was accepted by Colonel DeWitt. Brig. 
Gen. Albert E. Truby, USA-Ret. spoke 
and Chaplain Patrick J. Ryan gave the 
benediction.

CCC Aetivities 

The work program of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps for the winter six- 
month period, which began on Oct. 1, 
has been announced by Robert Fechner, 
Director of Emergency Conservation 
Work. It calls for the operation of 2,427 
CCC camps and the employment of 500,- 
000 enrolled men on a wide variety of 
conservation projects ranging from for- 
est and park improvement and protection 
to the prevention of soil erosion on 
agricultural areas. As a result of the 
expansion of the CCC from an author- 
ized 350,000 to 500,000 during July and 
August, more men will be available in 
the camps for conservation work this 
winter than during any previous six- 
month period since the corps was organ- 
ized on April 5, 1983. The average num- 
ber of camps in operation during the 
first five six-month periods of Emer- 
gency Conservation Work was 1,758. 


The work programs for the more than 
2,400 camps were largely prepared by 
the technical services of the Department 
of Agriculture and the Department of 
the Interior and approved by the Direc- 
tor. These departments supervise vir- 
tually all work done on Federal lands 
by the CCC men. The work performed 
on State and private lands is also largely 
supervised by these two departments in 
cooperation with State authorities. 


On the 2,427 CCC camps, 1,752 have 
been assigned to camps where the work 
will be supervised by the Forest Service, 
the Soil Conservation Service, the Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry and Quarantine, 





the Biological Survey and other agencies 
of the Department of Agriculture. Ap- 
proximately 235,000 of the men in the 
camps supervised by the Department of 
Agriculture will carry on forest protec- 
tion and improvement work in the na- 
tional forests and on State and private 
forest lands. Another 103,000 CCC men 
will be assigned to 500 soil eroston pre- 
vention camps where the work will be 
supervised by the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, and 4,800 men will work on wild 
life conservation projects under the 
supervision of the Biological Survey. 
Five hundred and seventy-five COO 
camps occupied by approximately 119,- 
OO men will be located in national and 
State parks and on reclammation and 
grazing control projects where the work 
will be supervised by the Department of 
the Interior. The National Park Ser- 
vice of the Department of the Interior 
will have supervision over all the work 
done in national and State parks. Ap- 
proximately 105,000 men have been 
assigned to improvement and develop- 
ment of parks. Of this 105,000, approxi- 
mately 82,000 will work in State parks. 


Another 14,000 will be employed on 
grazing control and reclamation proj- 
ects, 

Approximately 6,200 CCC men _ will 
work on flood control projects on the 
Walkill River in New York State and 


the Winooski River project in Vermont. 
The Corps of Engineers of the U. 8. 
Army is supervising the flood control 
projects. Sixty-five companies will be 
engaged on clean-up and conservation 
projects on military reservations.

Relief of Reserve Officers 

Provisions for the transfer to the in- 
eligible list or to the inactive list of 
officers of the Army Reserve Corps from 
captains to colonels who fail to keep up 
with their active or inactive duty train- 
ing are contained in changes to AR 140-5 
unnounced this week by the War De 
partment. 

The changes comes in a new section of 
AR 140-5 to be incorporated in future 
printings and to be known temporarily 





as section "49%. The text of the new 
matter is as follows: 
“4914. Relief from assignment—Corps 


Area and arm and service assignment 
groups.—a. Officers of the grades of 
captain to colonel, inclusive, who for 
two succetding years fail satisfactorily 
to participate in the active and/or in- 


active duty training of the units to 
which they are assigned and/or who 
have not satisfactorily performed the 


administrative duties appropriate to 
their assignments will he relieved from 
assignment. An oflicer relieved from as- 
signment for this reason will either he 
transferred to the ineligible list for the 
remainder of his current five-year ap- 
pointment, without eligibility for reap- 
pointment, or, if he has had fifteen years’ 
service subsequent to April 6, 1917, 
which has previously been satisfactory,

Maj. Gen. Adolphus Washington 


Greely, USA-Ret., formerly Chief Signal 
Officer, died Sunday, Oct. 20, at Walter 
Reed General Hospital. 

General Greely was born in Newbury- 
port, Mass., March 27, 1844. Enlisted as 
a private in Company B, Nineteenth 
Massachusetts Infantry, July 26, 1861; 
was promoted to corporal, May 15, 1862, 
and first sergeant, January 1, 1863. He 
served with his regiment in the Army 
of the Potomac until wounded at the 
Battle of Antietam, on September 17, 
1862. Mustered in as second lieutenant, 
fighty-first United States Colored Troops, 
on March 18, 1863. 

General Greely was promoted to first 
lieutenant, Infantry, April 14, 1864; cap- 
tain March 26, 1865; and received the 
brevet of major of volunteers, March 13, 
1865, “for faithful and meritorious ser- 
vices during the war.” Mustered out of 
service November 30, 1866, but was re- 
tained in service on detached duty in 
New Orleans, Louisiana, to March 22, 
1867, when he was honorably mustered 
out. 

General Greely was appointed Second 
Lieutenant, 36th U. 8S. Infantry, on 
March 7, 1867; promoted to First Lieu- 
tenant, Cavalry, May 27, 1873; Captain, 
June 11, 1886; Brigadier General, Chief 
Signal Officer, March 3, 1887; and Major 
General February 10, 1906. Retired 
from active service on March 27, 1908. 

General Greely served in the Union 
Army throughout the Civil War, par- 
ticipating in numerous battles. Follow- 
ing the War he was on detached duty 
at New Orleans, La. He served with 
the 36th U. 8. Infantry at Fort Bridger, 
Wyoming, from August 7, 1867 to Novem- 
ber, 1867, and then at Fort Douglas, 
Utah, to October 8, 1868; was on duty 
4s Acting Signal Officer, in the Office 
of the Chief Signal Officer, Department 
of the Platte, to March 8, 1871. He 
joined the Fifth Cavalry, March 15, 1871, 
ind served with it at Fort Laramie, 
Wyoming, to July 15, 1871. He was on 
duty in the office of the Chief Signal 
Officer, Washington, D. C., from July 29, 
1871, to June 19, 1881. While on this 
“signment he was absent from Wash- 
‘ngton for long periods on important 
Signal Corps duty, including the con- 
struction of telegraph lines in the South 
ind then the West. Between the years 
1876 and 1879 he constructed 2,000 miles 
of telegraph line in Texas, Montana and 
Dakota territory. 

On the recommendation of the Ham- 
burg ; International xeographic Con- 
sess in 1879 General Greely was placed 
command of a United States expedi- 
On to establish one of a chain of 
thirteen circum-polar stations. This 
*xpedition sailed from St. Johns, New- 
foundland, July 4, 1881. His party of 

enty-five reached farther north than 
any previous record, discovering new 
we north of Greenland and crossed 
tinnell Land to the Polar Sea. The 
larty was marooned in the Arctic ice.

expedition commanded by Capt. Winfield 
Scott Schley, USN. General Greely and 
the other survivors finally were returned 
to St. Johns, Newfoundland, on July 17, 
1884. After this expedition General 
Greely returned to duty in the office of 
the Chief Signal Officer, Washington, 
D. C., where he served until December 
13, 1886. He was in charge of the office 
of the Chief Signal Officer to March 7, 
1887; Chief Signal Officer and in charge 
of War Department Library, March 8, 
1887 to February 10, 1906. 

During the Spanish War, General 
Greely was Chief Signal Officer and super- 
vised the construction of 3,800 miles of 
telegraph in Cuba, 1,000 miles in Puerto 
Rico, and later he caused the construc- 
tion of 250 miles of telegraph in China 
and 13,500 miles in the Philippine Is- 
lands. He installed the telegraph and 
cable system for Alaska from 1900 to 
1904. He was a pioneer in the use of 
wireless communication, installing sev- 
eral radio stations in Alaska. The wire- 
less section of 107 miles from Nome to 
St. Michael, Alaska, installed by General 
Greely, was the first successful long- 
distance wireless operated regularly as 
a part of a commercial system. 

Following his appointment as a major 
general, he was on special duty in the 
office of the Chief of Staff to February 
13, 1906; commanding the Division of 
the Pacific March 9, 1906, to August 7, 
1906 ; commanding the Northern Division 
at St. Louis, Missouri, from September 
16, 1906, to November 13, 1906. He was 
in charge of the relief work of the Army 
following the San Francisco earthquake 
after April 22, 1906. He was in com- 
mand of the Northern Division, Chicago, 
Illinois, to July 7, 1907; Vancouver Bar- 
racks, Washington, commanding Depart- 
ment of Columbia, to December 10, 1907; 
St. Paul, Minnesota, commanding the 
Department of Dakota, December 11-24, 
1907. : 

He was designated to represent the 
War Department to assist John Hays 
Hammond, special United States Am- 
bassador at the coronation of King 
George V of England, in June, 1911. 

Purple Heart with Oak-leaf Cluster: 
On account of wounds received in action 


June 30, 1862, at Battle of Glendale, 
Virginia, and September 17, 1862, at 
Battle of Antietam, Maryland, while 


serving as a corporal, Company B, Nine- 
teenth Regiment of Massachusetts Volun- 
teer Infantry. 

Medal of Honor: For his life of 
splendid public service, begun on March 
27, 1844, having enlisted as a private 
in the United States Army on July 26, 
1861, and by his successive promotions 
was commissioned as major general 
February 10, 1906, and retired by opera- 
tion of law on his sixty-fourth birthday. 

General Greely also received the Silver 


Coronation Medal of Great Britain in 
1911. 
General Greely was presented with 


Gold Medals by the Royal, American, and 
French Geographic Societies. 

General Greely is the author of the 
following books: Isothermal Lines of 
the United States, 1881: Chronological 
List of Auroras, 1881; Diurnal Fluctua- 
tions of Barometric Pressure, 1891: 
Three Years of Arctic Service, 2 vols., 
1885; Proceedings of Lady Franklin Ray 
Expedition, 1888; American Weather, 
1890; American Explorers, 1894; Hand- 
book of Arctic Discoveries, 1896; Rain- 
fall of Western States and Territories, 
1888; Climate of Oregon and Washing- 
ton, 1889; Climate of Nebraska, 1890; 
Climatology of Arid Region, 1891; Cli- 
mate of Texas, 1891; Public Documents 
First Fourteen Congresses of United 
States, 1900: Handbook of Polar Dis- 
coveries, 1909; Handbook of Alaska, 
1925; True Tales of Arctic Heroism, 
1916; Reminiscences of Travel and Ad- 
venture 1927: Polar Regions in Twen- 
tieth Century, 1928. 

General Greely was married to Hen- 
rietta H. C. Nesmith, June 20, 1878, and 
the following children were born to 
them: Antoinete, Mrs. Adola Greely 
Adams, Rose Ishbel, Adolphus W., jr., 
Gertrude Greely Kress, and Lt. Col. John 
Nesmith Greely. Colonel Greely who is

On learning of the death of General 
Greely, General Malin Oraig, Chief-of- 
Staff of the United States Army, said: 

“I am deeply distressed to learn of 
General Greely’s death. He was one of 


the most distinguished officers of the 
Army. His long and brilliant career was 


packed with outstanding achievements 
for civilization. He was a pioneer not 
only in polar exploration, for which he 
is probably best known, but also ta the 
field of communication. Many of the 
early telegraph lines in the United States 
were constructed under his supervision 
and a third of a century later he 
established wireless stations in Alaska 
that were among the first to be placed 
in successful operation. His contribu- 
tions to science can scarcely be exag- 
gerated. In his later years he devoted 
considerable time to literary work of 
great merit. In his death humanity has 
lost a great benefactor.” 

Acting Secretary of War Woodring, on 
being informed of the death of General 


Greely, stated: 

“The country suffers a great loss in 
the death of General Greely. Despite 
his advanced age, General Greely con- 
tinued the alert interest in the advance- 
ment of scientific knowledge and the 
welfare of the public that characterized 
his entire life. 

“General Greely was a soldier from 
boyhood. He participated in two wars, 
and was wounded in action. Neverthe- 
less he is known and honored for his 
superlative courage in his thrilling 
peace-time adventures in search of 
scientific truths, rather than for his 
demonstrated valor in battle. His con- 
tributions to universal knowledge as a 
result of his terrifying experiences in 
the polar regions and his pioneering in 
wire and wireless communication in the 
West and Southwest, in Cuba, Puerto 
Rico, the Philippines and Alaska, have 
given him a place among the most ad- 
vanced scientists of all time. 

“The career of General Greely is a 
striking example of the contributions a

H. Gerrish Smith, president of the Na- 
tional Council of American Shipbuilders, 


said recently that 90 per cent of the 


American seagoing tonnage was “rapidly 
approaching obsolescence,” and that re- 
placement building must be begun im- 
mediately if the United States is to con- 
tinue to carry its percentage of foreign 
trade. He said the only officially re- 
ported merchant building now on the 
ways of American ship yards is repre- 
sented in two tankers. 


Since 1925 Great Britain has built 617 
seagoing freighters, each of 2,000 gross 
tons or more, while during the same 
period the United States sent down the 
ways only seven such ships, of which 
only two are engaged in general trade, 
the others being special carriers such as 
colliers and freight car ferries, Mr. 
Smith pointed out. 


He said the people of the country 
were frequently misled by reports that 
the country had a seagoing fleet of more 
than 12,000,000 gross tons. This figure 
is based on the last issue of Lloyd's 
Register, giving America a total of 12,- 
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223,254 gross tons, including all vessels 
of more than 100 tons. 

“It is necessary, however, to deduct 
from this figure 2,480,019 gross tons of 
ships on the Great Lakes,” Mr. Smith 
said, “and 1,688,899 gross tons of ships 
between 100 and 2,000 tons; also 1,558,- 
582 gross tons of shipping in the Sbip- 
ping Board's idle fleet and 3,670,087 gross 
tons in coastwise trade.”

The condition statement of weekly re. 


porting member banks in 91 leading 
cities on Oct. 16, issued by the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve 


System, shows decreases for the week of 
$76,000,000 in total loans and _ invest- 
ments and $88,000,000 in Government de- 
posits, and increases of $20,000,000 jp 
net demand deposits (which item jp. 
cludes Government deposits), $9,000,000 
in time deposits and $167,000,000 in re. 
serve balances with Federal Reserve 
banks. 

Loans on securities to brokers and deal. 
ers in New York and outside New York 
declined each by $6,000,000, and “other 
loans” on securities declined $7,000,000 
in the New York district and $2,000,000 
at.all reporting member banks. Holdings 
of acceptances and commercial paper 
bought increased $7,000,000, real estate 
loans increased $1,000,000, and “other 
loans” increased $4,000,000. 

Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations declined $69,000,000 in 
the New York district, $7,000,000 in the 
San Francisco district and $72,000,000 
at all reporting member banks and in- 
creased $7,000,000 in the Richmond dis. 
trict. Holdings of obligations fully 
guaranteed by the United States Gov 
ernment increased $11,000,000 in the 
New York district and $21,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. Holdings of 
other securities declined $18,000,000. in 
the New York district and $25,000,000 
at all reporting banks, and increased 
$6,000,000 in the San Francisco district. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly. state- 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $1,297,000,000 and net demand and 
time deposits of $1,412,000,000 on Oct. 
16.

Henry lL. Roosevelt, were held at St. 
Peter’s Church, in Morristown, N. J., 
Oct. 283. Burial took place Oct. 24 in 
the Naval Academy Cemetery at An- 
napolis. 


The descendant of a distinguished line 
of naval officers, Commander Hoff died 
of heart disease at Morristown, on Oct. 
21. His great grandfather was Commo- 
dore Bainbridge, his grandfather was Ad- 
miral Hoff, and his father, Captain 
Hoff, was on duty at the Naval Acad- 
emy, where he was born December 
12, 1869. 

He entered the Naval Academy in 
1885, as a cadet at large, and graduated 
second in the class of 1889. He was 
promoted Ensign in 1891, served aboard 
the USS Enterprise, and was on duty as 
Assistant Naval Attache in London in 
1898. Promoted Lieutenant, junior grade, 
in the same year, he performed duties at 
the Naval Academy, served aboard the 
USS Yosemite as Lieutenant, served 
later at the Naval Training Station in 
San Francisco, then aboard the USS 
New York and USS Massachusetts. 

He was promoted Lieutenant Com- 
mander in 1905, and Commander in 1910. 
He was retired in 1913, after twenty- 
eight years service. Following his re- 
tirement, he was engaged as Assistant 
to the President of the Erie Railroad, 
until the entry of the United States into 
the World War. Recalled to active ser- 
vice on April 9, 1917, he performed im- 
portant duties with Naval Communica- 
tions, organizing the censorship of the 
cable service, and acting as Cable Censor 
in New York for about eleven months. 

In May, 1918, he was ordered to com- 
mand the battleship Oregon, and re- 
mained in command of her until the 
conclusion of hostilities. He was re- 
lieved of active duties in December, 
1918, and in January, 1919, was placed 
on the retired list, resuming his office 
with the Erie Railroad. He continued 
in the Erie Administration until foreed 
by ill health to permanent retirement. 

Commander Hoff married, in 1897, 
Miss Louise Roosevelt, sister of Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, Roosevelt. He 
is survived by his wife, by two sons, 
Arthur, jr., and Nicholas, and by a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Bertram Greene of Boston.

(Continued from First Page) 
ing treaties for this calendar year and 
Britain left it until the very end. It is 
expected that the British will present 
a plan looking to a seven-year agreement 
along quantitative and qualitative lines. 
They will probably ask for an increase 
in cruisers. A reduction in the site of 
battleships is likely to be suggested. 

In Washington observers do not be- 
lieve the discussions will get far enough 
for any consideration of extraneous mat- 
ters such as limitation of naval aircraft, 
or the question of the establishment of 
naval bases in Far Eastern waters. 
Should the conference not meet an im- 
pass, the Japanese, it is thought, will 
raise the question of bases. 

What may be expected when the an- 
ticipated deadlock is reached? There 
will probably be an adjournment until 
next year in the hope that international 
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conditions will then be! more favorable. 
After which, assuming the Baldwin Gov- 
ernment is returned to power in the gen- 
eral elections Nov. 14, Britain will 
launch an increased building program. 
The Roosevelt administration if it con- 
tinues in power will undoubtedly follow 
suit. Replacement of our average bat- 
tleships with faster new ships of the 
same tonnage is expected with increase 
in heavy cruiser strength to meet the 
British enlargement. With no limitation 
on tonnage of the 8-inch cruisers it is 
possible that these cruisers would be 
slightly larger. 

In the last analysis, however, what we 
would build would depend upon other 
nations. With our slogan “a navy sec- 
ond to none” we tend to match other 
nations’ armament if we build at all, 
rather than devising some new powerful 
ship with which to “control the seas.” 

Great interest was shown in military 
and naval circles in this country over 
the announcement of Prime Minister 
Baldwin that his party would seek re- 
election on a platform of increased 
armaments. Britain has been the one 
large power of the world except the 
United States that has not been building 
to the limit and beyond of its financial 
powers. 

“In the interests of world peace it is 
essential our defensive services should 
be stronger than today,” he stated in the 
House of Commons. 

“IT will not pursue a policy or be 
responsible for the government of this 
country if I am not given the power to 
remedy those deficiencies that have oc- 
curred in our defensive services since 
the War.”

Injuries to Reserve Officers 

Active duty assignments of Reserve 
otticers injured in active service must be 
terminated six months from the date of 
the injury and not six months from the 
end of the active duty period, the Comp- 
troller General rules. 

The holding is contrary to the view 
held by the War Department and in the 
opinion of the Department would inter- 
fere seriously with the assignment of 
Reserve ofticers in an emergency. Legis- 
lation to correct the situation will be 
pushed at the next session of Congress, 
it is indicated. 

Under the Comptroller's 
(A-54825), the Act of April 26, 1928, 
intended by Congress to grant relief to 
Reserve oflicers who contact disease or 
are injured while on 14 days active duty, 
is regarded as a restrictive measure on 
the retention in an active duty status 
of Reserve oflicers on continuous active 
duty. Under the previous law, the Gov- 
ernment assumed liability for Reserve 
oflicers injured in active service for the 
period of service. By the 1928 law, the 
War Department believes, the Govern- 
ment adopted a greater and not a lesser 
liability for Reservists injured in line 
of duty. 

In the case in question, 2nd Lt. Vin- 
cent Ford, Air-Res., was injured in an 
airplane accident, and contended that 
under the law, he could be retained in 
active duty under his original orders 
for the period for which ordered and 
then continued for the additional six 
months, contemplated under the 1928 
Act, if he were still disabled and under- 
going hospitalization. The War Depart- 
ment takes this view, but the Comp- 
troller in effect rules that when a Re- 
serve officer becomes physically unfiit 
for the duty assigned through injury or 
disease his active duty orders are auto- 
matically revoked and he then comes 
under the 1928 Act and may be con-

tinued on active duty so long as hospi- 
talization is necessary, up to six months. 

Unless this ruling is changed, it is con- 
tended at the War Department, in time 
of War or peace, Reservists if injured 
or ill would be automatically taken off 
active duty when discharged from the 
hospital, even though it was for minor 
injuries requiring only a few weeks 
treatment. Such a situation would be 
intolerable in war-time, it is pointed 
out, and very inconvenient during peace- 
time. 
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
